We're happy to report that the following courses will be offered for Winter Term (not in schedule): 

21 Fu sntals of Acting 1: This is THE course for the actor of any experience level - beginning through advanced. Instructor, Karen 
Bain, calls this the class where students explore the basic fundamentals in order to "find the art within themselves." Techniques will be taught 
which will allow the student to enter the world of dramatic characters, using the actor's best instruments, the human heart and soul. It is for 
anyone interested in understanding the complexity of human nature on a deeper level.
